Laybach, the 12th May. Meantime 70,000 A 8 
trampled out the constitution in the Two Sicilies, and 
Spain having, under Riego, re-established her old 
franchises and her Cortes in the teeth of the Bourbon 
Ferdinand, the French Bourbons marched 80,000 men 
across the Pyrenees, and crushed the liberties of that 
peninsula. A Conservative Cabinet ruled England, 
vet in 1822, at Verona, the Duke of Wellington 
protested against the onslaught on Spain, and even 
Castlereagh kept aloof from this outrage on inter- 
natiopal rights, declaring that, although England 
shrank from a new Peninsular war, she was determined 
to resist with her whole maritime power any attempt 
to coerce Spanish South America. Canning went 
further ; he electrified the House of Commons by the 
announcement that 5,000 British were under 
sail for Lisbon, and that he had a new world 
into life to redress the balance of the old. Since that 
epoch Canning’s pupil, Palmerston, had formed the 
Quadruple Alliance to withdraw Southern Europe from 
any northern control ; and it is not under the dynasty 
of Napoleon that France will permit Warsaw dictation 
south of the Rhine, the Alps, or Pyrenees. 

The Paris and provincial Legitimist papers, ever since 
the rout and dispersion of the Vendean volunteers, have 
been filled with scraps of letters from those who sur- 
rendered as war prisoners, detailing each crusader’s 
personal experiences of the brief campaign, blurting out 
facts most damaging to the cause, and giving serious 
umbrage to the Roman Court. An official document 
has just issued, in consequence, from the Apostolic Horse 
Guards, in which Monsignor de Merode denounces such 
letter-writing as against the articles of war and a breach 
of military discipline. What appears to have given 
offence is the perfect unanimity of all these accounts in 
describing the native Italian soldiers as downright hos- 
tile to their clerical employers, not only refusing to fight, 
but actually firing on the foreign auxiliaries ; also the 
universal concurrence of the writers in gsm 
ofinsclt and scota in their passage through towns an 
villages of Umbria and the Marches, all most unpleasant 
realities, the revelation of which does not suit Antonelli's 
book just now, his cue being to misrepresent the pub lic 
feeling and whitewash the sepulchre.

9 The last advices from Naples,” says the J’afrie, 
“confirm the account of the entry of the King of Sar- 
dinia on the Neapolitan territory. At the last dates he 
had arrived from Spoleto at Ascoli, the frontier town 
of the States of the Church, whence he was to follow 
the high road of the Abruzzi. The King, after leaving 
Ascoli, will proceed to Teramo, the chief town of the 
Abruzzi-Ulterior, where considerable preparations to 
receive him have been made. The Piedmontese force, 
not being able to take the Frosinone or Terracina roads, 
in consequence of the Roman frontiers being guarded in 
that direction by the French troops, must of necessity 
enter the Neapolitan territory by the Abruzzi. It was 
thought the Piedmontese troops, in consequence of the 
bad state of the roads, would not arrive at Capua before 
the 18th or 20th. Until that time Garibaldi did not intend 
to attempt any new movement, but would concentrate 
his forees and maintain himself in his present positions. 
The Royal troops have established themselves at Fondi, 
near the Roman frontier, which arrangement will pre- 
vent their line from being turned, and the northern 
works of Gaeta taken on the rear. General Cialdini, it 
is said, on lately visiting Garibaldi, reconnoitred the 
principal positions of the Neapolitans, and declared them 
to be exceedingly strong. e opinion is that 25,000 
Piedmontese troops will not be sufficient to invest 
Gaeta and carry on a regular siege ; and it is thought 
that they will take up strategical itions so as to 
prevent reinforcements, provisions, and ammunition from 
entering the place, and that afterwards, if events do not 
occur to prevent this plan being carried out, the Sar- 
dinian army will be increased to 50,000 men.“ 

NEWS FROM GAETA. 

A letter from Gaeta of the 6th gives the following 
version of the late ement on the Volturno, accord- 
ing to the Royalist point of view: — 

The King is still here. The Papal Nuncio, and the 
Russian, Prussian, and Spanish Ministers continue with 
his Majesty. With respect to the late series of attacks 
and defence, the position of Cajazzo having been re- 
taken from the Garibaldians, it was resolved to take 
the two others—San Angelo and Santa Maria. For 
that purpose General Mentel, with three brigades, was 
to make a turning movement on the left, and then to 
fall back at a given moment on Santa Maria, which he 
was to attack in the rear. At the same time two 
columns were to leave Capua, one to attack Mont San 
Angelo, and the other Santa Maria in front. General 
Menge! was to advance on the latter place at the first 
sound of the cannon. This plan failed, or only partly 
succeeded. The Neapolitan riflemen attacked San 
Angelo with complete success ; they spiked the — Ta 
guns, and inflicted severe losses on them. On the t, 
however, things did not go on so favourably. The 
Guard was charged with the attack on that side ; they 
were known to be the worst troops in the army, and 
should not have been sent there, as after the first fire 


they dispersed. The King, who took in the battle 
with his brothers, rallied and led them back 
against the enemy, but could not succeed in inspir- 
ing them with courage. General Mengel, who had 
lost his way, did not come up im time, Garibaldi 
then directed all his force ust San Angelo, with 
all the reinforcements which he had received from 
Naples, and it was found necessary to give the order to 
the royal troops to withdraw into Capua. The total 
loss of the Neapolitans amounts, according to some, to 
from 1,000 to 1,500, including prisoners, but others 
make it from 3,000 to 4,000, The inhabitants of Gaeta 
yesterday received notice that, in case of a siege, none 
would be allowed to remain in the place who had not 
laid in a supply of provisions for six months. On tho 
day after the battle a column of the Royal army, which 
had advanced as lar as Caserta, was surrounded in that 
town, the inhabitants of which had hoisted the white 
flag. Part of them were made prisoners, and sent to 
Naples, and their arrival there tended to revive the 
spirits of the Dictator’s partisans, who had been 
greatiy discouraged.”

Piedmont is placed somewhat in the position of a crimi- 
nal at the bar of that tribunal, which, we are told, is to 
decide on the \ alidity or invalidity of the recent changes 
which are in course of consummation in the internal 
regimen of Italy. France ‘‘ washes her hands,” says 
M. Granier de Cassagnac, of the taul*s of her friends, 
whom, however, she leaves free to do evil at their own 
peril, and on their own responsibility,” Now the two 
evils, which had been specially denounced as about to be 
perpetrated by Piedmont, M. Cavour expressly disclaims, 
in deference to Europe and France respectively. His Go- 
vernment wil! not attack Austria in Venetia, or France 
in Rome. Any other determination wouid be downright 
madness; but M. Cavour shows equal respect to the audi- 
ence to which he addressed himself, as to the great Powers 
to whose opinions he deferred, in no way dissembling 
the ultimate wish and hope for the inclusion of Rome 
as well as of Venice in an United Italy. It is as the 
representative of Italian nationality that he could alone 
carry with him the vote of that assembly. Those who 
refuse the Minister of Victor Emmanuel the right to 
assume that character may vindicate to themselves, of 
course, the right to denounce the lofty and extended 
claims he founds on it. Those who repeat after Metter- 
nich that Italy is nothing An per expression, 
may consistently denounce the ers who claim for her 
an united and independent nationality, To us the 
question seems to be simply of a matter of fact, If the 
p irt played by Piedmont has bcen that of invader- 
of quiet states which desired to have nothing to do with 
her—if Garibaldi has been nothing but an European 
Walker put forth as her catepaw—then no condemna- 
tion is too strong for her reckless and lawless ambition. 
Then the Allocutions of Pius IX., and the Protests 01
